William Marion Reedy, wife of the edi- 
Louis Mirror, was ac- 
cused by a former employe of water- 
ing the product of Clonmel Dairy. The 


dairy is the business end of the idyllic 
rural residence of the Reedys, in Wek- 
ster Township. 

“It’s all a fairy tale,’’ Mrs. Reedy 
told’ a Post-Dispatch reporter, when 
she was told of the charge. “I will we 
ready to disprove the charge when the 
matter cormes up in court next week. 
I will have analyses of the milk,) but 
I don’t want to give my case away. I 
am trying to get the money that is 
due me, and ‘the dairyman whom I 
dealt with is trying to put up an ex- 
cuse for not paying me. That is all 
there is to it.” 

Mrs. Reedy is suing J. E. 
prietor of a Brentwood dairy, for $730.50 
for milk sold by her to him. As his de- 
fense in the suit, Clay attacks the qual- 
ity of the milk, and says it contained 
so much water that his customers would 
not “stand for’’ it. 

Clay obtained the testimony of George 
A. Craft, until lately employed at Clon- 
mel. Craft gave-a deposition in a law- 
year’s office at Clayton Monday, in 
which he stated that he had instructions 
to put three gallons of water in every 
10 gallons of milk, Mrs. Reedy saying

SUPREME COURT 


Ruling Is First Hard Blow to 
Government’s Campaign Un- 
der Sherman Law. 


NO RULING ON LEASES 


Government Will Prosecute Of- 
ficials Under . Remaining 
Monopoly Indictment. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—The Govern- 
ment today suffered its first big defeat 
in the recent anti-trust campaign when 
the Supreme Court heid that the offi- 
cials of the United Shoe Machinery Co. 
had not violated the Sherman 
by organizing that company. 

The Court, however, did not pass up- 


on the legality of the system by which 
the company leases machines on con- 
dition that no “independent” machinery 
be used. 

The Government will prosecute of- 
ficials of the United Shoe Machinery 
Co. under the one remaining indict- 
ment, it was announced at the De- 
partment of Justice today. That in- 
dictment charges monopoly and un- 
fair competitive methods and is de- 
clared by officials to be the most im- 
portant and strongest of the indict- 
ments returned against the company. 

The action in the Supreme Court 
grew out of the Massachusetts Fed- 
eral Courts annullng one of two in- 
dictments brought against the Shoe 
Machinery Co, officials, The Massa- 
chusetts court took the position that 
the indictment did not,state an of- 
fense under the Sherman law. 

The Government appealed to the 
Supreme Court by virtue of the crim- 
inal appeals act of 1907 on the ground 
that it did state an offense.

been unfair competition, as in the Stan- 
dard Oil or Tobacco cases. 

The Shoe Machinery officials de- 
clared the Supreme Court could not 
review the action of the Massachu- 
setts court because the criminal ap- 
peals act was repealed by not being 
included in the judicial code of 1912. 
and also said the organization of the 
corporation was a normal trade de- 
velopment. They further urged that 
the groups consolidated into the cor- 
poration were non-competing and that 
the leasing system was justified by 
the patent laws. 

Justice Holmes, announcing the 
unanimous decision of the court, said 
the lower court regarded the indict- 
ment as merely referring to the or- 
ganization of the company, not to the 
“tying clause” leases. That being tha 
case, he added, the. Supreme Court 
must accept that interpretation with- 
out question. He said this reduced the 
case to a narrow compass and pointed 
out that the several groups combined 
in the organization of the United 
Shoe Machinery were non-competitive. 
The Justice declared the Sherman 
law did not contemplate the doing of 
business by the smallest possible iso- 
lated units, 

Concerns Only One Case. 

Two indictments were brought against 
the shoe machinery officials. The deci- 
sion today concerned only one of these 
indictments. 

“On the face of it, 
said Justice Holmes, ‘‘was simply an 
effort for greater efficiency. The busi- 
ness of the several groups that com- 
bined, as it existed before the combina- 
tion, is assumed to have been legal. 

“It is hard to see why the collective 
business should be any worse than its 
component parts. 

“We can see no greater objection to 
one corporation manufacturing 70 per 
cent of three non-competing groups of 
patented machines collectively used for 
making a single product, than to three 
corporations making the same propor- 
tion of one group each. The disintegra- 
tion aimed at by the statute does not 
extend to reducing all manufacture to 
isolated units of the lowest degree.”’ 

The Justice concluded the opinion by 
holding that the Federal appeals act 
had not been repealed by the judiciary 
code which went into effect Jan. 1, 1912, 
and, therefore, the Supreme Court had 
jurisdiction to review the decision of the 
lower court fn the case.

Congress now will enact a law to levy 
the tax, and it probably will becomie ef- 
fective during the extraordinary session 
to ‘be called by President-elect Wilson 
in March. The tax itself, its provisions 
and its limitations, are all left to Con- 
gress. 

The new law probably will supersede 
the corporation tax and provide for a 


there has been some sentiment in favor 
of making the limit as low as $4000. 

Congressional leaders who have been 
preparing for the final ratification by 
the states estimate an income tax would 
bring in about $100,000,00 a year to the 
Government. 

Now that the tax is provided by the 
Constitution the proposed excise tax, 
framed by Democratic leaders in 1912 to 
meet the Supreme Court’s decision which 
held a former income ‘tax unconstitu- 
tional, will be dropped and some of its 
provisions may be included in the new 
law. 

West Virginia ratified the amendment 
last week. One House in New Jersey 
and one in New Mexico have approved 
it. Wyoming's ratification was wholly 
unexpected at this time. 

The Democrats have been confident of 
the ultimate success of the income tax 
amendment and have made their tariff 
plans with this in view. 

Representative Hull of Tennessee, who 
prepared the excise tax bill which Con- 
gress failed to pass last seasion, is 
working upon the income tax provi- 
sion. When finally introduced, the in- 
come tax will be designed to take the 
place of both the existing corporation 
tax law and the proposed excise tax. 

The income tax legislation must origi- 
nate in the House, as do the tariff bills.

Lions and Kept Great ‘‘Stable”’ 
of Them. 


LONDON, Feb. 3.—King Menelik of 
Abyssinia is dead, according to a dis- 
patch received here from Addis-Abeba 
today. 

His successor, Prince Lidji Jeassu, one 
of his grandsons, entered the capital 
Sunday with great gomp. 

Prince Lidj Jeassu, who is said to 
have entered the Abyssinian capital as 
the new Emperor, is only 17 years of 
age. He is a youth of great intelli- 
gence, son of Ras Michael, a powerful 
Prince and Governor of three Abyssin- 
lan provinces, whose wife was Mene- 
lik’s daughter. 

There have been many rumors during 
the past five years of Menelik’s death. 
It was reported at one time that the 
fact was being suppressed and that the 
Empress was conducting the affairs of 
the Abyssinian kingdom until Lidj Jeas- 
su was old enough to take the gov- 
ernment into his own hands. This was 
denied officially. 

At the beginning of last year Menelik 
was reported to be paralyzed below the 
waist, and uncertainty has reigned as 
to whether he was really dead or 
alive. 


SCION OF SOLOMON 
AND SHEBA QUEEN 


The ruler of Abyssinia, who styled 
himself Menelik II, Victorious Lion of 
the Tribe of Judah, King of the Kings 
of Ethiopia, Lieutenant of God, was 
born in 1844 and was crowned’ King tn 
1889. 

He always claimed to be a direct de- 
scendant of King Solomon, through the 
Queen of Sheba, and a few years go 
an ancient Abyssinian manuscript 
which seemd to bear out this claim 
was discovered and translated by Dr. 
Enno Littmann of Princeton Univer- 
sity. 

According to this manuscript, the Queen 
of Sheba went to Jerusalem to visit 
King Solomon, of whose reputed wisdom 
she had heard. She was disguised in 
male attire, but the wise Solomon was 
not deceived by the disguise.

AT HOUSE WHERE 
GAS KILLED BOYS 


East Side Driver Believes Mother 
of Young Stebbins Entered 
Flat Before Midnight. 





CAME OUT SOON AFTER 


Police Think It Possible Some 


One Sought Death of Women, 
and Recall Old Killing. 


Mrs. Pearl Stebbins and Mrs. Nell 
Carpenter, mothers of the two boys 
mysteriously asphyxiated in the Penn 
Flats, 628 Collinsville avenue, East St. 
Louis, were held by the police Monday 
for the Grand Jury, following a Coro- 
ner’s verdict which accused them of 
having caused the boys’ death. The 
boys were George Stebbins, 14 years 
old, and Ralph Carpenter, 6 years old. 

The only thing which the police con- 
sider proven, thus far, is that some 
person went into the basement, and 
with an ice pick turned on the gas and 
thus caused it to flow through an un- 
capped pipe into Mrs. Carpenter’s room, 
next to the room in which the two boys 
slept. 

The door between Mrs. Sarpenter’s 
room and the boys’ room was closed, 
and a chair, a table and a dresser were 
in a position which suggested a barri- 
cade. But examination of the house 
showed that the furniture was in equal 
disorder in every room. 


Says Transom Was Closed. 
Whether the transom opetween the 


rooms was open, or whether the gas 
leaked into the boys’ room through 
cracks, was a question not fully deter- 
mined. There was testimony at the Cor- 
oner’s inquest that it was open, but De- 
tective Florence, who arrived some time 
after the finding of the boys’ bodies, 
says he found it closed. 
Mrs. Amelia Maulding, her two. sons, 
and Norman Mitchell and his wife, liv- 
ing in the flat above, would probably 
have been asphyxiated had not Mrs: 
Maulding awakened and opened the 
windows. Her sons had difficulty in 
reviving Mitchell, who was over the 
room in which the gas was flowing. 
Mrs. Stebbins and Mrs. Carpenter, with 
their boys, had lived together since last 
summer. The mothers were frequently 
seen in all-night resorts, and neighbors 
say the boys had to shift for themselves, 
Mrs. Stebbins says her husband dis- 
appeared 11 years ago. Mrs. Carpenter 
is separated from her husband, Jasper 
Carpenter, who lives in Ziegler, Ill. He 
has been notified of the boy’s death, and 
has replied that he would come to East 
St. Louis at once. His 8-year-old boy 
has lived with him since the separation. 
Mrs. Stebbins was acquainted in 1908 
with John Bell, and this acquaintante 
was said te have caused the killing of 
Bell in a “‘Valley’’ resort. Rainey John- 
son was tried for this killing, and was 
acquitted. She has continued her ac- 
quaintance with Johnson, but has fre- 
quently been seen with other men. 
Saturday night the women gave the 
boys money to go to a picture show. 
After the boys had gone, they set out 
for a night in the cafes and winerooms, 
Saw Two Women at House. 
Whether the women, or eithe? of 
them, returned to the flat during the 
night is probably the most important 
question relating to the mystery. 
Holmes Addison, a driver, testified at 
the inquest that he saw two women 
and a man in front of the house at 11 
p. m., and that he saw a woman he be- 
lieved to be Mrs, Stebbins enter the 
house, coming out after a few minutes. 
He said he believed the other woman 
was Mrs. Carpenter, but was not posi- 
tive. : 


was with Mrs. Carpenter from ll p. m. 
until 4 a. m., and accompanied her to 
the house when, shortly before 4, she 
found the boys’ bodies. Her screams 
aroused the Mauldings, who had gone 
back :o bed after their escape from 
asphyxiation, which occurred at about 
2:3. Wurzer says he was not near her 
house earlier in the night. 

Chief uf Police Overmire says he has 
found witnesses who will testify that 
Mrs. Stebbins left Christ & Boyd's sa- 
loon, on Missouri avenue, about 3 a. m.. 
going out alone. Mrs. Stebbins said 
she went to another saloon. She was 
arrested at 11 a. m. Sunday, after sev- 
eral hours’ search, in a house on East 
Broadway She was intoxicated and 
did not testify at the inquest Sunday 
evening. 

Some of the police invastigators of 
the case hold the theory that the gas 
was turned on in the basement by 
some person who meant to kill, not .he 
boys, but one or both of the women. 

A lighted lamp Was standing on the 
floor of the room where the boys were 
asphyxiated. Gas men say that if the 
flame of the lamp had been a few 
inches higher, there would have been an 
explosion. As it was, the gas rose to 
the ceiling and penetrated to the second 
floor and did not reach the floor of the 
boys’ room.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3—The Supreme 
Court today dismissed the appeal of Jack 
Johnson, the negro pugilist, indicted in 


Chicago on a charge of violating the 
Mann act, from the decision of the Fed- 
eral Court of Northern Illinois. 

Johnson’s appeal was from the lower 
Court’s refusal to sustain a writ of ha- 
beas corpus by which the  pugilst 
sought to test the constitutionality of 
the Mann act in violation of which 
Johnson was charged with transport- 
ing in interstate commerce Belle 
Schreiber from Pittsburg to Chicago. 

The Supreme Court held that a per- 
son was not entitled to raise the con- 
stitutionality of a law on habeas cor- 
pus unless all other means of testing 
its validity had been exhausted.

Henry W. Kortjohn Jr., chairman of 
the Board of Election Commission- 
ers, in his annual report sent Monday 
to Gov.

Turkey Hopes German and British 
Note Will Prevent Fighting. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Feb. 3.—The out- 
come of the representations made by the 
British and German ministers at the 
Bulgarian capital was awaited here to- 
day with anxiety. Although the armi- 
stice was scheduled to end at 7 o’clock 
in the evening, the Ottoman officials 
had not yet lost hope that a resumption 
cf hostilities would be avoided. 

The German communication to Bul- 
garia’was even more direct in its terms 
than was that of Great Britain in urging 
a peaceful settlement. Germany de- 
clared she considered the new Turkish 
proposals as adequate, while both Great 
Britain and Germany intimated that in- 
tractability on the part of the Balkan 
nations was not approved by the Pow- 
ers. Meanwhile Turkey has not been 
neglecting precautions for any outcome. 
The movement of troops and war stores 
have been incessant in the last week, 
while the hospitals at the front have 
been cleared and their patients removed 
to the infirmaries in this city. 

The Turkish Government, like that of 
Bulgaria, will not allow newspaper cor- 
respondents to accompany the armies in 
the field. Mahmoud Shefket Pasha, the 
Grand Vfzier, stated emphatically today 
that he would not allow any correspond- 
ents within 20 miles of the lines.

Story Founded on a. Puerile 
Grudge the Consequence of 
Which Lack Plausibility.

F “The Silver Wedding,” which re- 
| ceived its first production on any 
stage at the Shubert Theater on 
Sunday evening, develops into a success, 
such a result will be most largely due 
to the clever work of Thomas A. Wise 
and Alice Gale, with Edna Aug a good 
third in helping to score the achieve- 
ment. 

Miss Aug, who is featured with Mr. 
Wise in the play’s billing, would rank 
more prominently, as @ factor for its 
survival in the theater if opportunity 
were given her. As it is, in the role of 
Frieda Hachradt, a housemald in the 
simple German-American home of Mr. 
and Mrs. Ludwig Koehler in a western 
Pennsylvania village, she has merely 
a ‘“‘character-bit’’ for her playing. She 
does the most that can be done with 
this part, but that most ts little indeed. 

Edward Locke, author of “The Case 
of Becky” and “The Climax,” has not 
written a strong play in “The Silver 
Wedding.” The compelling motive of 
all its action is a petty resentment 
cherished by old Ludwig Koehler, the 
town saddle-maker, against George 
Eckhardt, a young drug clerk in love 
with his daughter, which leads Koehler 
to make all sorts of trouble for the 
young couple and very nearly wreck his 
own domestic happiness for his trivial 
mood’s sake. 

This plot-basis is so essentially weak 
that it destroys the story’s plausibility 
at all moments. It forbids anything 
like reasonable tredence concerning the 
incidents that follow the development 
of the puerile grudge, born of the older 
man’s belief that the younger had re- 
ferred to him as “a pig-headed Dutch- 
man.” 

One simply refuses to accent as real 
a drama so insecurely founded, and, as 
a result, one’s interest in the story it- 
self becomes a negligible quantity. 

The rewardful feature of Mr. Locke's 
latest effort is found in its presenta- 
tion of the homely German-American 
character-types encountered in a section 
of Pennsyivania largely peopled by 
German immigrants. 

Mr. Wise and Miss Gale are fineiy 
truthful and humorous as Ludwig Koeh- 
ler and his good wife, the leaders of 
this group, both revealing the sure 
touch of nature in their portrayals. 
Edna Aug, as I have just said, makes 
the most of the Frieda role. Richard 
Malchien as Dr. Klotz, Siegfried Schuitz 
as Parson Rehbein, Bratton Kennedy as 
Heinle Schmidt, in love with Frieda: 
Paul Albert as Hans Weighart, Fran- 
ces Nelson as Martha Koehler, old 
Ludwig’s daughter, and John McCow- 
an in the Portuguese dialect part of 
Juan Jacinta, the village barber, give 
a good account of themselves. 

The play itself, contemplated as dra- 
ma, is the point of weakness. An ad- 
ditional element of peril is found in 
the fact that many of its lines are 
spoken in German, to the great baffle- 
ment of a large proportion of any av- 
erage audience in this country. 

There is much good ‘‘character com- 
edy” in the offering. Whenever this 
happened to be in progress of develop- 
ment, the audience seemed to enjoy the 
play. The story itself didn’t hold any- 
one’s interest for a moment. 


STRONG EMOTIONAL DRAMA AT 
GARRICK. 

If you go to the Garrick during the 
next two weeks to see “A Butterfly on 
tre Wheel,” don’t permit yourself to 
become annoyed if you find the first 
act a trifle “talky’’ and its incidents 
somewhat meager. 

Just remember that the drama con- 
corns the catastrophe an _ unthinking, 
but wholly good and innocent, social 
butterfly brings upon herself by her 
inability to conceive of the evil inter- 
pretation of the world, and particularly, 
her husband will put upon a situation 
that has arisen through no fault of her 
own. To develop her character so that 
thee auditor will fully understand her 
attitude in the later scenes, a great deal 
o2 otherwise commonplace dialogue is 
introduced. 

She ig married to a man much her 
senior. His mind is occupied with great 
business and political affairs to the 
peint of neglect for her. Two false 
friends, one a youth near her own 
years who wants to marry her, and the 
other an older woman who. wants her 
husband, connive at a scheme, by which 
her husband traps her and the other 
man in a Paris hotel where they spend 
the night. 

Everything is really proper, but the 
evidence looks damning. Just then, the 
butterfly begins to wake up, and she 
unconsciously plays into the plotters 


hands by agreeing to ile to her hus- | 


band. The frank truth would have sat- 
isfied him, but the lie convinces him of 
her guilt. 

He sues for a divorce, and in the great 
courtroom ecene that follows the friv- 
olous wife is put on the wheel of a 
cruel and insinuating cross-examina- 
tion and all but broken on it. This trial 
scene is one of the greatest achieve- 
ments in playwriting in recent years. 
Though its setting is thoroughly En- 
@lish, it goes unerringly across the foot- 
lights and grips the hearts of the audi- 
ence, moving them to profound pity for 
the irresponsible creature, whose wings 
are broken on the merciless wheel of 
ocnvention. 

For #@ minutes Stanley Warmington, 
as chief counsel for the husband, and 
the accused wife carry the dialogue 
practically alone dnd there is not a sec- 
ond when the audience is not keyed to 
the high pitch. Warmington is the 
idealizati of the English barrister.

Doors of Cage Open Inside ot 
Theater and She Is Forced to 
Witness Struggle. 


BOY’S CRY CAUSES RUSH 


Film Flashes, Loss Under $1, 
Blaze Quickly Put Out, but 
Audience Is Scared.

NEW YORK, Feb. 3.--Prisoner in the 
little ticket booth at the Houston Street 
'Moving Picture Theater, where the ex- 
plosion of a film and cries of ‘“‘fire’’ 
, started a panic among the 400 specta- 
; tors last night, Rose Seigle was forced 
jto be witness of the struggle in which 
i. women were trampled to death and 
ta dozen other persons badly injured. 

“I heard a cry from the inside, then 
a rush,”’ she said. ‘“‘There was a crowd 
of persons in front of my booth seeking 
to enter the theater when those inside 
rushed out. There was a crush against 
the doors, little girls, boys and men 
and women all seemed to shoot out to- 
gether. My little brother, Ned, came 
running down the steps in front of the 
first rush and I saw him get safely 
around the corner of the entrance. 

Tumbled Down Steps. 

“The first half dozen or so got down 
the steps all right and then they began 
tumbling. As soon as they struck the 
bottom landing, others were on top of 
them, and soon there was a large semi- 
circle of bodies on the pavement over 
which the other persong ran. More fel! 
and at one time it seemed as though 
the pile was seven feet deep. I couldn't 
get out of my booth because the doors 
open into the theater. I just had to 
stay there helpless, hearing the cries.’ 

The panic was caused by a boy cry- 

when a film burned. The 
blaze did hardly a dollar’s damage and 
was put out in a few seconds. The 
flash which the spectators had seen, 
however, was enough to terrify them. 
It was a repetition of half a dozen sim- 
ilar panics which have occurred in mov- 
ing; picture theaters here, but the list 
of casualties was greater than 2t any 
previous time. 

With over 800 similar moving picture 
theaters in the city, many of which 
I‘ire Commissioner Johnson says are 
worse than. the Houston street place, 
the hazards are likely to be taken up 
enew by the Board of Aldermen, which 
has had before it for some time a meas- 
ure relating to the safety of moving 
picture theaters. 

The worst moving picture theater ac- 
cident in this country was at Canons- 
burg, Pa., in August, 1912, when 25 per- 
sons were killed. Ninety persons lost 
their lives in a moving picture theater 
fire in Bolgvie, Russia, in 1911.

NEW YORK, Feb. 3.—A woman was 
killed,. another was mortally injured, 
and a man was seriously hurt by a 
bomb which exploded in the apartment 
they occupied in the HRronx last night.

22 AUTO BANDITS 
UN TRIAL IN PARIS 
FOR 22 MURDERS 


Three Women Among Defend- 
ants Accused of Daylight Rob- 
berries and Shootings. 








By Associated Press. 
PARIS, Feb. 3.—Paris eagerly awaited 


the beginning today of the trial of the 
22 automobile bandits who terrorized 
the city and its environs a year ago. 
They committed many murders and rob- 
beries, until their leader, Jules Bonnot, 
the “‘demon chauffeur,’ was killed in 
April after a fierce battle against thou- 
sands of police and troops. 

The list of accusations against them 
includes 22 murders. The crimes fre- 
quently were carried out in daylight. 
The first record of their operations deals 
with the theft of a large quantify of 
guns, revolvers and daggers from a 
shop in Paris in November, 1911. Then 
in rapid succession followed robberies 
and murders. Several branch banks in 
the suburbs were raided, and even the 
Bank of France did not escape their 
efforts, for they made an attempt to 
rob it of $200,000. 

The police were special marks for 
their hatred. They murdered a patrol- 
man at midday, opposite the principal 
railroad terminus in Paris. They also 
killed Assistant Superintendent Jouin 
of the Paris Detective Department, and 
at the same time wounded Chief In- 
spector Colmar. 
Among the defendants today were 
three young women—Anne Maitrejean, 
Marie Vuillemin and Barbe Leclero, who 
were closely connected with the bandits 


in their operations.

LOWERING OF SOME 
PARCEL POST RATES 


Report Also Tentatively Suggests 
Increase of the 11-Pound 
Weight Limit. 





By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—Postmaster- 
General Hitchcock’s annual report, ten- 
tatively suggests reduction of some par- 
cel post rates and increasing the limit 


of weight beyond 11 pounds; recom- 
mends civil pensions for postal em- 
ployes; an increase in rates on second 
class mail which may pave the way for 
l-cent letter postage; the consolidation 
of the third and fourth classes, so books 
and papers may be forwarded by par- 
cel post; and points out that during his 
administration expense of operating the 
postal service has been cut down $45,- 
000,000. 


in his report: 
“In 1911, for the first time since 1883,

“The year preceding the presitnt ad- 
ministration was marked by the largest 
postal deficit on record, amounting to 
$17,500,000. During the next 
the deficit was greatly reduted cand 
the financial showing of four vears ago 
the reports of income and exjense for 
subsequent years indicate an agsrega-e 
saving of about $45,000,000. 

Service Is Not Curtailed. 

“The transformation of a deficit into 
a surplus has been accomplished not by 
curtailing the service, but by developing 
it along profitable lines. While postal 
facilities have been greatly enlarged, 
extensions have not been made in a hap- 
hazard manner, but only when shown 
on investigation to be justified by con- 
ditions.”’ 

The establishing of postal savings 
banks at presidential postoffices was 
completed early in the fiscal year, end- 
ed June 30,1912—the year covered by the 
report. Since then the system has been 
extended to 4004 fourth-class postoffices, 
as well as to 645 branch offices and sta- 
tions in the larger cities. There are now 
12,812 postal savings banks. The number 
of depositors is approximately 300,000 and 
the deposits aggregate about $28,000,000, 
not including $1,314,140 withdrawn and 
invested in postal savings bonds. 

On the basis of the present monthly 
net increase of deposits it is estimated 
that the gross income of tte postal sayv- 
ings system for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1912, will amount to $700,000 and 
the interest payable to depositors to 
$300,000. The income of ,the system for 
the fiscal year will meet the interest 
payments and the total expenses of ithe 
central office, but will be approximate- 
ly $275,000 less than enough to cover the 
entire expense of the service. 

However, the Postmaster-General’s 
report says, “it is expected that when 
the deposits have increased to $50,000,- 
000, which at the present rate they will 
do soon, the system will be self-sus- 
taining. 

Parcel. Post Recommendations. 

The report contains no references to 
subjects which have developed since 
Dec. 1, and, consequently, the Post- 
master-General’s consideration of the 
parcel post has to do only with the 
preliminary work of establishing the 
new system, which went into effect 
Jan. 1. Tentatively, however, he re- 
commends not only that the parcel post 
rates be reduced, but that the weight 
of packages be increased to a point 
above the maximum weight of Il 
pounds. 

On this subject the report says: 

‘While the postage rates for the new 
parcel post system range considerably 
lower than corresponding express 
charges, it is believed that experience 
will show them to be higher in some 
instances than is necessary in order to 
maintain the service at cost.

For 
certain welghts and zones the parcel 
post rates aye lower than the third

should not exist. Packages containing 
books or Catalogues do not differ in any 
essential particular from other parcels 
and they should be handled by parcel 
post. Prior to the enactment of the 
parcel post law the department urged 
that these two classes of mail be con- 
solidated, and the recommendation of 
such action is now renewed.” 

The report directs attention to the ap- 
proval of the commission, headed by 
Associate Justice Hughes of the United 
States Supreme Court, of the Postoffice 
Department's recommendation that the 
postage rate On second class mail be in- 
creased from 1 cent to 2 cents a pound. 
In the opinion ,of the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral favorable action by Congress on 
the report of the commission would be 
a step toward the proper adjustment of 
postal charges. 

“There is a widespread popular inter- 
est," the report says, “in the plan to 
lower the postage charge on letters from 
2 cents to l cent an ounce. The proposed 
increase in the second-class rate would 
pave the way for this change, making 
it possible to reduce the first-class rate 
without departing from the present pol- 
icy of a self-supporting postal service. 

During the fiscal year 1912 more 
than 800,000,000 pieces of mali, hav- 
ing |n aggregate weight of about 
61,000,000 pounds, were carried free 
through the mails under the franks 
of eongresemen and of various Gov- 
ernment establishments.

| THIRD DEGREE REPUDIATED. 

The third degree in St. Louis should not sur- 
vive the blow it has received in the acquittal of 
Barbara Arnold. The too common methods by 
which the police trap the unwary into damaging 
admissions have perhaps never been more thor- 
oughly discredited. 

Because an immature mind is no match for one 
of the most adroit and experienced of detective 
minds, the brilliant absurdities of this case had 
their starting point. A self-gccusation of arson 
was first extorted from the child by a police of- 
ficer and in the utter absence of motive was 
then prevented from exceeding all limits in prob- 
ability by the manufacture of a pyromania hy- 
pothesis. z 

An obscure form of hysteria which might make 
@ young girl responsible for a smouldering fabric 
at the Windermere Hotel after she had passed 
through the Berlin Hotel fire was not incom- 
prehensible to the public, which understood not a 
word of the floods of words written about the 
case by alienists and near alienists. After the 
confession, saved to credence by pyromania, -had 
been made, some faint trail of corroborative de- 
tail was pretended to be discovered in the Win- 
dermere case. But without the confession these 
details would not have been accepted as even 
the flimsiest of circumstantial evidence pointing 
to guilt. 

Attorney Ralph’s denunciations of the third de- 
gree were not too severe. It is illegal and hurt- 
ful. It cannot be justified as a means to worthy 
ends. Its results are notoriously untrustworthy. 
It does a mischief for which no recompense can 
be made. Even with a court vindication, trapped 
Barbara is left in a position inspiring compas- 
sion. Not all will accept without mental reserva- 
tions the verdict of innocence. Among those fa- 
miliar with her case there will always be some 
who will at least look on her as having some- 
thing abnormal in her makeup—as one from 
whom full trust must be withheld. 

The painful Barbara Arnold lesson should not 
be lost on the police. The third degree has no 
place in a system of law and justice.

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| THE NELSON CONTEMPT CASE. 
Judge Latshaw’s remark that he would never 
permit William R. Nelson, editor of the Kansas 
City Star, to go to jail was creditable to his sense 
of justice, but he based his determination on the 
wrong ground. He said “it would be a reproach 


as much for Kansas City as Mr. Nelson has done, 
to be carted away to jail like a common thing.”’ 
We go beyond this. We hold that the sentenc- 
ing pf Mr. Nelson by Judge Guthrie for contempt 
of court because Mr. Nelson criticised the action 
of the court in his newspaper was an outrageous 
exercise of arbitrary power. It would be as out- 
rageous in the case of the most obscure. citizen. 
Thrusting aside all consideration of the truth 
or falsity, the justice or injustice of the Star’s 
article which was offensive to Judge Guthrie 
we do not believe he was right in attempting 
to exercise his power as a judge to punish a 
citizen for criticising his action on the bench. 
The power to punish for contempt should never 
be exercised for acts beyond the immediate pre- 
sence of the court, unless upon officers of the 
court or upon persons guilty of disobedience to 
the court’s orders. It should certainly never 
extend to the punishment of newspaper editors 
for criticising judicial actions and proceedings. 
The press should-be as free to criticise judges 
as to criticise other public officers and it should 
be subject to the same responsibility under the 
law for its utterances. : 
The conviction of Mr. Nelson expressed noth- 
ing except the offended mind of the Judge. There 
was no trial before an impartia] tribunal. There 
was no hearing of the facts and no consideration 
of the case as presented by the offender or his 
attorney. The Court was judge, jury and law. 
‘ judge has the same recourse as any citizen 
against defamatory or libelous articles in the 
newspapers. He can bring suit under the civil 
or criminal code or both and seek vindication 
in court. 
We can assure Judge Guthrie that the article 
in the Star, no matter how defamatory it may 
have been, does not as he said, “tend to bring 
judicial proceedings into disrepute” nearly so 
much as the arbitrary acts of judges through 
contempt proceedings to muzzle free speech for 
the protection of courts from public criticism. 
It is well that this issue of stretching contempt 
preceedings to embrace critics of courts has been 
made with reference to a man who is in posi- 
tion to combat it to the best advantage. Mr. 
Nelson should take the fssue to the court of last 
resort and if he is defeated there, to the people 
for final decision, through legislation, as to the 
power a judge may exercise to punish those who 
offend him. Let us have a settlement of this 
issue. 
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The question, “Why is not the free bridge com- 
pleted?” may yet rank with “How old is Ann?” 
and “Why is a mouse when it spins?’’. 
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NEW YORE’S NEW TERMINAL. 4 
The new Grand Central Station in New York, 
which has been building for nearly ten years, 
was opened Saturday. It is declared to be the 
largest and most costly railroad terminal in the 
world. Included in its facilities for the traveling 
public are 33.6 miles of track. Tunnels under 
the rivers connect it with New Jersey on the west 
and Long Island on the east. 

Curiously enough, all this additional accommo- 
dation for the public is provided at a cost of 
scores of millions without any additional trans- 
portation charge. That “extra charge” which a 
St. Louis newspaper justifies in the case of the 
McKinley Line for the “extra expense” of term1- 
nal facilities and facilities overcoming natural 
barriers belongs to a long-past period in trans- 
portation history. 

Tf there was ever any good reason for “arbi- 
traries” for bridge, tunnel and terminal service, 
the reason has ceased to exist. St. Louisans ar- 
guing for them live in a bygone generation. The 
bridge toll is a relic of pioneer days.

ONE-TERM AMENDMENT. 

The one-term amendment, if adopted, will 
apply to three men. These are Mr. Roosevelt, 
who served two terms in the presidency; Mr. 
Taft, who is completing one term, and Mr. Wil- 
son, who is about to enter on his service. The 
text of the amendment is properly so framed as 
te apply to each with rigid impartiality. 

All other future Presidents who would be de- 
nied more than one term under the amendment 
will be given a service of six years. If ratifica- 
tion is prior to 1916, will Mr. Wilson also serve 
six years? Can the provision as to second terms 
affect him, as it undoubtedly does, unless the 
provision as to length of terms, superseding al] 
other constitutional provision on the subject, 
also affect him? Possibly the House will modify 
the language to make it more explicit on the 
point. 

It might be argued that the clause prohibiting 
increase in the President’s emoluments during 
the term for which he was elected, prevents the 
60 per cent increase in length of service of an 
incdmbent actually in office at the time the 
amendment takes effect, but this clause would 
have no greater force than the amendment itself 
as a part of the Constitution. An amerdment 
ratified by the States could give as good a title 
to the two additional years as an election by 
the Blectoral College for two more years.

While the referendum vote of the 
American Bowling Congress is be- 
ing taken to decide whether the 
“dodo” or loaded ball shall be barred 
from matches held under A. B. C. 
rules is being taken, a legal case is 
pending in New York which may 


have a bearing on the settling of the 
much talked of dispute. 

The “dodo” ball is loaded with 
metal, generally through the finger 
holes, so that one-half of the ball 
weighs nine pounds and the other 
seven. In rolling the ball the dif- 
ference in weights imparts a “hook” 
or curve, which makes it break in 
at a sharp angle, as it approaches 
the 1-3 pin combination, insuring a 
better chance of spreading the pins 
for a “strike.” 

Injunction Ties Up Prize. 

The case referred to involved the 
use of such a loaded ball. The B. B. 
Cc. five of Chicago, winhers of the 
American Bowling Congress cham- 
pionship of 1912, entered the Metro- 
politan tournament. Koster, a mem- 
ber of the team, used a “dodo” ball. 
The B. B. C.s won the event, but 
the Metropolitan Bowling Association 
threw out the score because of the 
use of the loaded ball. The prize 
was awarded to the next high team. 
Thereupon the high score rollers, the 
B. B. C. men, obtained a restraining 
order from the court, preventing the 
organization from turning over the 
prize to the second high team, until 
it could show cause why the B. B. C's 
high. gcore should not take prece- 





solid mineralite ball made compulséry is 
how to detect the loaded ball. 

The only means yet discovered is by the 
employment of a mercury bath. When 
placed in this the mercury, being dense 
enough to support the weight of the ball 
without letting it sink to the bottom, gives 
sufficient play for the heavy side of the 
sphere to turn to the bottom. 

But the mercury bath is expensive and 
alley owners do not care to go to that 
expense. It is difficult to say positively 
from the action of a ball on’ the alleys 
whether its hook arises from its having been 
loaded or from the curve imparted by the 
bowler’s, delivery. 

Makers Prefer Solid Ball. 

The principal bowling-ball factories would 
doubtless be willing to abandon the making of 
the loaded ball, should any sort of agreement 
be reached. But even here there is a dif- 
ficulty, for the individual can readily enough 
bore the finger holes deeper and even load 
them himself, if he cares to. It’s a simple 
process. A hook effect somewhat similar to 
that of the loaded ball is aiso obtained by 
boring the finger holes to different depths. 
Even the slight difference in weight made 
by this process serves to add @ certain curve 
to the delivery. 

An overwhelming majority of responses to 
inquiries from prominent bowlers reveals the 
fact that the bowlers are Strongly against 
the ‘‘dodo” ball. The next meeting of the 
American Bowling Congress, to be held at 
Toledo, Feb. 22, will doubtless officially 
abolish the use of this freak. 

But how it will deal with the problems of 
enforcement is what is worrying the ‘‘bugs.’’

Little Opposition to McCarty. 

McCarty happens to come along at a 
time when some good athletes of fight- 
ing spirit are making a bid for first 
place in the boxing world, but none of 
them has developed a scientific mastery 
of his profession. None shows the in- 
stinctive qualities so highly developed 
in former ring champions. If the whole 
bunch of them, McCarty, Palzer, Wil- 
lard, “Gunboat” Smith, Stewart and 
Kennedy, were boxing in the days of 
such men as George Godfrey, Dominick 
McCaffery, Tom Sharkey, Steve O’Don- 
nel, Gus Ruhlin, Peter Maher, Bob Fits- 
simmons Jim Corbett and Jim Jeffries, 
some of whom never were champions, 


they would be classed no better than. 


second raters, or third raters. 
McCarty looks the best of the lot be- 
cause he has shown steady improvement 
in his work, but the chance of his fu- 
ture success seems to rest in develop- 
ment, not in any extraordinary natural 


fighting ability. 
McCarty Sure to Improve. 

McCarty will be better than he is now, 
of course, because experience, if nothing 
else, will bring about that result, and, 
in addition to this, his style discloses op- 
portunity for improvement and develop- 
ment by instruction and practice. The 
young boxer does not seem to have 
grasped the spirit of his undertaking 
nor to appreciate the seriousness of his 
profession. 

This is excused by some of his admir- 
ers because of his youth, but if he were 
a born champion and not one that has 
to be made his work would even now

McCarty’s disposition at the present 
time shows more the spirit and bravado 
of the broncho buster than the spirit 
and grim determination of a champion 
pugilist. 

So far as concerns McCarty’s ability 
as a boxer, it will require many changes 
in his present style before he can be 
Called clever and he has a long way to 
0 before he will have the sort of clév- 
erness possessed by real champions. 
This does not consist of mere strength, 
speed, hitting and blocking ability, but, 
in addition to this, fighting sense and a 
judgment of distance so good that a 
glove coming to them at full speed can 
be looked squarely in the face and then 
avoided just in time by a turn of the 
head that is not too much, but just 
enough. 

This is the sort of thing that made 
men like Griffo, Jim Corbett, ‘‘Kid’’ 
McCoy, Abe Attell and Packey McFar- 
land successful far beyond their 
physical strength and muscular develop- 
ment. There never has been a cham- 
pion without it, but some of them have 
possessed more of it than others. How 
much McCarty has of this fighting 
sense, or will have, has not yet been 
determined, but it would be a more 


hopeful sign for him if it was a little 


more pronounced now. 
“Hope” Is Right. 

The cowboy boxer is put right where 
he belongs when he is classed as a 
“hope.” The title of “white heavy- 
weight champion” has not made him 
any more formidadle. He'll have to 
show something more than he has so 
far. 

Johnson, Langford, Jeanette and Mc- 
Vey, all negro fighters of exceptional 
merit, seem to have the buffalo sign on 
all the “hopes,” past and present. 

It therefore behooves McCarty to get 
right down to the.hard work of his 
profession and become a student of the 
game because his equipment is none too 
good, and a disposition on his part to 
let well enough alone is apt to incubate 
a busted bubble. 

Net Yet the Whole Cheese. 

He is not yet a “big stir” in public 
estimation and, in truth, is not taken 
very seriously. Where he has exhibited 
since winning from -Al Palzer he has 
been received with more laughter and 
good-natured raillery than applause, 
and his rope-twirling act which is a 
very weak imitation of the trick work 
done by hundreds of cowboys.
